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Applicant's comments, filed with the amendment after Final Rejection, have been noted, 
but are not persuasive. 

As regards the provision of a minimum torque to maintain a stopping position, it is not 
clear that Takamoto et al. would provide a torque greater than that required to maintain a desired 
position. 

In response to applicant's argument that Hotta reduces current to avoid damaging the 
inverter, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally 
from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the 
differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. 
& Inter. 1985). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually (e.g., Hotta, in this 
case), one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
